Ibo people to \acclnate and revaccinate. The 
present slate of affairs cannot but seriously 
impede trade, as nearly everybody Is alarmed. 


So far ibis fall Decatnr has been very 


fortunate, everything considered, in not 
having a single case of the dread disease 
in the city or vicinity to repot^to the 
board of health. It is feared that the 
dread disease will break out in various lo- 
calities m the state this winter, and all 
persons should be on their guard when 
visiting other cities or towns on business 
or pleasure, and not contract the disease.

More About the Tragedy— Testimony of 


John C. Bpraguj at the Inquest. 


Yerdltt of Ike J«rj. 


From Monday's Dally. 


James T. Ward, Ihe yoong man who 


shot and killed Dr. B. W. Shaw at Blue 
Mound, Friday evening last, is still in the 
county jail. He was visited Saturday by 
a laree number of residents of Blue 
Mound and .vicinity, and otters called 
upon him t^ay. 
The funeral of Dr. 


Shaw took place at the Mound on Sunday. 


Robert Ward, the father of the priso- 


ner, was in Decatur on Saturday after- 
noon, and left for bis home on Sunday 
morning. While here he engaged counsel 
tor tbe defense of his son. 


AN 1SQUM8T ON SUNDAY. 


On Friday evening Justice 8. Miller 


held ac inquest on the body of the de- 
ceased, but at the suggestion of State's 
Attorney Johns, Coroner Dinneen sum- 
moned a jury and had the matter reinvea- 
tigated on Sunday. 


Below is Jibe testimony of Eugene T. 


Shaw, son of the deceased, who Is the 
Wabash operator and station agent at 
Slue Mound: 
"Father and I were coming across the street; 
ust as we got opposite the door, I started on 
south of tbe store, and father went In at the 
door. I beard. In a very short apace of time, 
the : report ot a pistol, and In live or ten sec- 
onds another report. 1 saw Ward run around 
tbo east end of tbe north counter and shoot 
my father over the counter. Father fell on 
the floor, crying out: "He has broke my leg." 
I then ran Into the store, meeting Ward In the 
door witb a revolver ID bis right hand; he 
pointed It at me as be caught sight of me. 1 
stepped aside acd be went past. 1 came on 
Dto tbe store where my father was lying on 
,ho Door. We laid him on a lounge ID a 
few moments. He died In about lOor 16 min- 
utes." 
Question bv the coroner: "About what time 
of day did that occur?" 
Answer: "It occurred about a quarter to six 
on the evening of Friday, Nov. II, 1881, In Ihe 
irug store of Spooner & Sprague, ID Blue 
Mount], Mnoon county, Illinois. Tbe body tbat 
be Jury viewed is the body of the person shot. 
[Signed] 
E. T. SHAW. 


J. C. Sprague, of the firm of Sprague 


& Spooner, in whose drug store tbe trag- 
edy occurred testified as follows: 


Ward and I wore standing opposite each 
other, just oeyood tbe second case. Ward was 
ID tbe act of taking a cigar when the front 
door opened. I looked tbat way to see w bo 
was coming. I recognized Dr. Sbaw. Uecamo 
towards us walking rapidly. I stnrted towards 
bim and called out, Doctor, Doctor. About 
tbat time a sbot was fired. I then, tucned 
around and started east and met Ward near or 
about tbe west end of tbe high case. Doctor 
3haw was standing about opposite him when I 
tieard another shot flred. Dr. Shaw seemed 
to lean or oil OB to the case. Ward rushed by 
me. 1 followed out and met B. T. Shaw run- 
ning In. I ran nearly half way across the 
street and cried out murder, and said for some 
one to go and get a doctor, quick. I then ran 
jack into the store up to where Dr. Sbaw was 
lying on tne floor 
B. T. Sbaw was making up 
a bundle of a coat or something to put under 
his father's bead. I asked him what wo oould 
do, and be said to get something to lay blm on. 
Igotonoof tbe window shutters, and found 
It was too short. In a few seconds they came 
in wlthalouDge. 1 helped with others to lay 
tne doctor on tbe lounge, where be soon died. 
I saw Tobe Ward shoot Dr. Shaw. I am satis- 
fled that It was trom tbe effect of that sbot 
tbat Dr. Sbaw died. 1 think that they were 
both trying to shoot each other at that time.

THE VERDICT.

returned the following verdict: 


In the matter of tbe loquisltion on tbo body 
of Dr. U. W. Shaw, deceased, held at Blue 
Mound. III., on the lath day of November, A. 
D. 1881, we, tbe undersigned jurors, sworn to 
enquire of the deatb of Dr. H. W. Sbaw, on 
oath do find that he came to his death by a 
pistol shot flred by J.T. Ward, about the hour 
ol 6 o'clock p. m.. on Friday. Nov. 11, 1881, In 
tbe drug store of Spooner & Sprague, In tbe 
village of Blue Mound, 111. And further, we 
recommend that the sald.J. T. Ward be held 
for trial without ball.

It is understood that Crea & Ewing and 


I. A. Buckingham, -with A. O. Harris, 
have been engaged to defend Ward, and 
State's Attorney Johns will be assisted 
by attorneys whom the Sbaws may en- 
gage. It is claimed by Ward's friends 
that tbe prisoner baa a good defense. — 
They claim that Ward will have no diffi- 
culty ID proving to the satisfaction of any 
court or jury that he (Ward) fired in self- 
defense; and that Ihe fact will be estab' 
listed tbat Dr Shaw came to Blue Mound 
from Macon on Friday ;for the purpose 
of killing Ward on sight. 


THE INFORMAL INQUEST. 


The ev.dence taken before Justice 


Miller at the Informal 
inquest held 


Friday night was brought to Decatur, 
and this morning Shenfi Foster handed 
it to Clerk McClellan. It is now sealed 
up and not accessible to any one except 
the proper officer. At the informal inquest 
it is stated that Mr. Sprague was asked 
plainly "Who fired the first shot?" and 
he answered: "Dr. Shaw fired the first 
shot." 


The counsel for Ward will insist on 


having a preliminary bearing for their 
client at tbe earliest possible day, and if 
11 is not granted him within a reasonable 
time they will endeavor to secure hia re 
lease nnder a writ of habeas corpus.

from Kentucky, visited W. B. Davidson's 
real estate and intelligence office, over 
W C Armstrong's drug store, and want- 
ed to know If he conld get a situation in 
Decatnr at u good salary. Mr. Davidson 
told Buckles be bad no place open for 
him, whereupon the young man became 
very much dispirited, and said he didn't 
know what be should do for a place lo 
sleep and something to eat. Mr. D. 
thought he could get the atranger a place 
to-day, and atter a few words Buckles 
agreed to go to Davidson's bouse, one 
mile and a half west of the city, and re- 
main there until this week. On Saturday 
Davidson killed a hog -ind Buckles helped 
dress it. 
On Sunday evening Buckles 


and Davidson's son came to the city and 
attended church together, and both re- 
turned home soon after nine o'clock. Tbe 
'amily retired, Buckles occupying a room 
all to himself. This morning early Mr. 
Davidson was astonished to find Buckles 
missing, and at the thought of the possi- 
bility of the fellow being a thief, Mr. Da- 
vidson lost no time in searching bis cloth- 
ng. He found that Buckles had gone 
through his pockets and taken a silver 
watch and chain, valued at $25, a three 
dollar platol, a silver rlov, several hand- 
kerchiefs and about $15 in cash. 
With- 


out waiting to finish his breakfast Mr. 
Davidson lit out for the Union depot, and 
notified tbe police ef the roobery, giving 
hem a description of the supposed rob- 
ber. Buckles is about 20 years of age, 
wears a new pair of boots, a brown suit 
of clothes land a black hat. His face is 
beardless and his eyes are blue. 


IB Close Quartern. 


On Saturday night last Frank Hamrick, 


a young man who lately came here from 
Tuscola, met with t* serious and probably 
fatal mishap in the Wabash yard in this 
city.

TUB rise of prices during the past 


four years is the substance of an inter- 
esting article in a recent issue of the 
New York Public. That journal has 
analyzed the prices of four years, and 
compared them with those wLich pre- 
vailed in I860, on forty-three articles 
•which make op three quarters of the 
country. The same calculation- was 
made last winter by the mint bureau, 
with even greater care. 
The Public 


finds that, on the basis of 100 for the 
-average of prices in 1860, the average 
November 1, 1S78, is represented by 
81.40 ; November 1, 1379, by 9S.S3 ; 
November 2, 1880, by 103.08, and at 
the present time by 111.02. This gen- 
eral rise makes our markets unprofita- 
ble to buy in (it is already diminishing 
oar exports); increases the cost of liv- 
ing, to the great detriment of those 
having fixed incomes; breeds unhealthy 
speculation, and is liable to end in a 
p*nio. But It is to be said that the 
conditions would be infinitely worse if 
the country was caned with an irre- 
deemable paper currency M it waa in 
1873. 


Wi are in the habit of making spor 


over the blander* which foreign news- 
papers commit in speaking of event 
and persons in America. The lates 
example of the kind is with referenc 
to Whitelaw Reid, of the New Yor 
Tribune, who is now on a wedding tri 
to Europe, and whose arrival in Vienn 
was announced by a paper of that oil 
whioh referred to him as "Mr. Raid, o 
the New York Herald, whose bride 
Miss' Millis, brought him a fortune o 
$125,080,000." But foreign papers ar 
not the only ones which perpetrate er- 
rors of this sort.

Coroner Dmnecn in obedience to tbe 
recommendation ot the Jury which serv 
ed at tbe inquest held on the body of 
Dr. Shaw at Blue Mound on Sunday last, 
and which charged Ward with the crime 
of murder. There it nothing left ,for tbe 
State'* Attorney to do but to await tbe 
action of the next grand jury, which will 
assemble in December. 


If the counsel (or Ward wish, to force a 


preliminary hearing they can obtain it by 
going before a Justice of the Peace and 
swearing out a warrant charging Ward 
with murder, and this they will probably 
do, if they don't decide to make an at- 
tempt to secure tbe release of Ward by 
causing a writ of habeas corpus to be is- 
sued by Master-in-Chancery Brown. If 
tbe writ is issued, the prisoner will be 
taken before either Judges Smith, Davis 
or V7ilkin,and Sheriff Footer will be made 
to show cause why he retains custoiy of 
the accused.

Prom the Journal of Science, 


Among the wonderful and useful 


inveDtiqns of the times is the com- 
mon sand blast. Suppose you de- 
sire a piece of marble for a grave 
etone; you cover the stone with a 
sheet of wax no thicker than a wa- 
fer; then you cut in the \vax tbe 
name, date, etc , leaving the marble 
exposed. Xow pass it under tbe 
blast and the sand -uirl cut it away 
Remove the wax and you have the 
cut letters. 
Take a piece of French 


plate g)ase, «ay two by BIX feet, co\ - 
tr it •fcith fine lace and pass it under 
the blust, and not a thread of the 
lace wHl be injured, but the sand 
will cut deep into the glass wherev- 
er it is not covered by the lace 
Now remove the lace and you have 
a delicate and beautiful figure rais- 
ed on the glass. In thia way beat - 
tifnl figures of all kinds are cnt in 
glass and at a small expense. The 
workmen can hold their hand under 
the blast without harm, even when 
it is rapidly cutting away the hard- 
est cutting glass, iron or 8«on°, but 
they must look out for finger nails, 
for they will be whittled off right 
hastily. If they put on steel thim- 
bles to protect the nai's it will do 
but little good, for thesand will socn 
whittle them away, bntif they wrap 
a piece of soft cotton around them 
they are safe. You will at once see 
the philosophy of it. 
The sand 


whittles away and destroys any hard 
substance—even glass—but does not 
affect substances that are soft and 
yielding, like wax, cotton or fine 
lace, or even the human hand.

Malarial Sickness 


Malaria in New England is com- 


manding more than ordmar> atten- 
tion. Its slow bnt certain °prend 
over Connecticut and Mas-.)chu--etts 
has led Dr. Adams, of Pittcfie!d, to 
make an elaborate study of the sub- 
ject. He finds that the disease is 
greatly favored by exposed surfaces 
of sedimentary mud, due to long 
drouths, but he has not Leen able 
to ascertain that they stand in the 
relation of cause and effeet.

that some new influence not local in 
its character, so far as can be ascer- 
tained, is at work.

Harder of Dr. H. W.Shaw, of Maoon.'by 


James T. Ward at Blue Mound 


Last Evening.

Another foul murder bag been added 


o the catalogue of crime m Macon coun- 
ty, the cause of which grew oul of the 
alleged 
betrayal 
of a young school 


teacher, daughter of the late Ur. Roawell 
W. Shaw, who WHS shot aod almost in- 
stantly killed, last evening, in Sprague & 
Jpooner'e drag store at Blue Mouud, by 
lames Tobey Ward, who came to Decatur 
this forenoon and gave himself up 
the 


custody of Sheriff Foster. 


The first news of the tragic affiir was 


received in Deoatur last evening, when 
he following teK'gram was handed to 
Deputy Sheriff Mauzy: 


"BLUi MOUND, Nov. 11,1831. 


W. W. FOSTIE, Deoatur, III.: 
Tobe Ward shot «nd killed Dr. Shaw, of 
Maooa. tonlffht, at tula place. 
K. T.SHAW." 


Our reporter has learned after a careful 


investigation that James Tobey ,W&rd 
iad been paying lover-like attrntion to 
he daughter of Dr. Shaw, and that he 
jad either betrayed her or circulated false 
reports as to her purity, and these reports 


Dining to the ears of Dr. Shaw, ihe fath- 


er at once threatened to kill young Ward. 
There are conflicting reports as to the be- 
trayal of Mias Shaw by Ward, and as 
Ward refuses to make any statement at 
this time, and Miss Shaw cannot be seen, 
we give the reports us they exist aaoag 
the residents in and about Blue Mound. 
It was generally 
understood at Blue 


Mound taut Dr. Shaw would do bodily 
haim to Ward should they ever meet. 


On Friday morning a party at Blue 


Mound, whose name we cannot, learn, 
telegraphed Dr. Shaw, who was then at 
Macon, 
that 
Wurd was Iben at the 


Mound, and on receipt of that message 
subsequent events show that, the doctor 
left his home doubtless for the purpose 
of h .vmg an interview with the young 
man. 


They met last evening between 0 and 7 


o'clock in Sprague & Spooners drug 
store. Ward was in the store standing 
outside of the counter, 
and 
was in 


the act of purchasing a cigar from 
Mr. Sprague, when the 
door opened 


and Dr. Shaw's form appeared. Instantly 
Mr. Sprsgue, who feared that trouble 
would ensue, rushed on the outside of the 
counter, In the hope of getting to the door 
before Bhaw entered, but before the drug 
gist could get to Ibe door the doctor was 
Inside and then the firing commenced 
Mr. Sprague was the only spectator of 
ihe shooting, but he cannot tell who fired 
first. Be knows that in the confusion he 
aaw Ward standing behind the counter 
back of the cigar case, and he knows that 
Shaw fell mortally wounded, dying with 
in five minutes after he was shot. Ware 
left the store by a side door as the people 
began to gather in the room, and disap 
peared. 


On examination ic was found three 


shots must have been fired. There are two 
bullet boles in the ceiling of the room,and 
the last ball entered the groin of Shaw, 
severing the right femoral artery, the vie 
tim bleeding to death in a very few min 
ules. Dr. Shaw carried a revolver, one 
chamber of which was found to be empty. 


The news of the shooting electrified the 


people of the town, and soon a great 
crowd collected at the store. The excite- 
ment was at fever heut at the Mound lasl 
night arid numerous threats of lynching 
Ward were made. It was fortunate for 
him that he succeeded in making his es 
cape. 


Vt the inquest which wasbeld last Light 


the above facts were learned, and a ver- 
dict returned, charging James T. Ward 
with the murder of Dr. Shaw. 


GAVE HIMSELF Cl>. 


This forenoon James T. Ward presented 


himself at the sheriffs office, and he was 
taken to the county jail and placed be- 
hind the bars. 


Ward was visited at the Jail this after- 


noon by a RKPUBLICAN reporter, who of 
fered to print the prisoner's side of the 
story. He positively refused to say any 
thing about the shocking affair, and he 
won't muke,-nny sort of a statement unti 
he has conferred with his attorney, A. O 
Harris, Esq. 
He did say, however, that 


Dr. Shaw tired the first shot, and that the 
account published by a Decatur morning 
paper was 
wholly untrue, except the 


statement that the shooting occurred in 
the drug store. Young Wardjis a mau o f 
medium height, slight build, and has a 
dandy look about him. He appeared a 
Mule nervous when conversni; with ou r 
reporter, and seemed to be very anxious 
to sec bis attorney. 


.lames Tobey Ward, the murderer, who 


who ia DOW IL jail, is a young man just 20 
years of age. He has lived in Biue Mound 
since his boyhood, and was so'newhat 
dissipated iu his habits. Foranu.'

was a talesman iu the genera! store of 
Joseph Miller 
He was known us "one 


of the boyb" of ibc to*n. 
He became 


acquainted with Miss Shaw when she was 
a young girl, and for the past year paid 
ner miuked attention During last August 
the sl.jry got abroad among the people ut 
Blue Mound ihut Tobe Ward had betray- 
ed Miss Shaw, and as nsual in such 
cases, the gossips were busy. 
Ward is 


said ID have confided to intimate friends 
Ibat he had robbed Miss Shaw of her 
virtue, and though his own mother and 
"friends advised bim to marry her, be re- 
fused to do so. About the latter part of 
"August Miss Shaw was ill for a week at 
"her home iu Macon, 
living that 


"week Ward received a Utter from her, in 
which she is said to bare written that if 
her father beard of the stories tbal were 


being Circulated, and that If be (Ward)' 
did Jnot 
marry her, there would be 


trouble. She spoke particularly of tbe 
impetuous nature of her father, and sbe 
knew not what ho might do when in.a 
violent temper. 
On the receipt of this 


etter of warning, it appears from investi- 
gation made by our reporter that Ward 
>ecame frightened and came to Decatur 
to consult a lawyer 
He told the lawyer 


hat be had promised to marry the girl," 
but not until he had taken advantage of 
ler. 
He was informed as to the law 


touching bastardy cases, and of tbe 
jossibility of a suit for damages being 
>rought against him for seduction by the 
parents of-the girl. The lawyer advised 
,'oung Ward to marry tbe girt atoDce;. 
>ut instead of thus showing bis man-: 
hood, if he bus any, be left Blue Mound 
early in September for parts unknown, 
and did return to his home at Blue Mound 
until Wednesday or Thursday last, when ' 
on Friday evening the tragic affair, aa- 
above related, took place ID Spra/rue & 
Jpooner's drug store. 


Dr. Roiwell W. Shaw was • man of 


about 00 years of 'age. He bad been 
married three times, and leaves a wife 
and six children, one of whom Is Mr. Eu- 
gene T. Shaw, who Is the Wabasb station 
igent and1 telegraph operator at Blue- 
Mound . In '40 and '60 tbe deceased was 
a resident of Oregon, and wo understand 
that be was appointed by Cronln as SUN 
geon of the Oregon Volunteers. He oame- 
to Macon county from Galesburg, III., in 
tbe fall or winter of 1870, and resided for 
several months at Blue Mound, where he 
practiced his profession. In Ibe spring 
of 1880 
he removed to Macou, which 


place was bis home at the time of his 
death. The doctor, by hard work and 
close attention to business, had won a 
large and lucrative practice. 
He was 


quite an active politician, outspoken la 
all his opinions, and quick in all bis ac- 
tions. At the meeting of tbe Macon 
county democratic convention, held In 
the summer of I860, Dr. Shaw was elect- 
ed chairman of that convention. 
He 


stood well among bis neighbors at Macon. 


Miss Francis Shaw, tbe young lady la 


the case, is a quiet, handsome girl of 
about 20. She attended school for several 
terms in the town of Blue Mound, and 
during the past summer she had charge of 
the old Blue Mound school,one mile north 
of the village. Sbe boarded with her 
brother, Mr. £. T. Show, during tbe 
time of her engagement as teacher of the 
school, with the exception of about a 
month, when she had apartments and 
boarded at Ibe Ward House, the home of 
young Ward. During that month Ur. 
Sbaw and family went west on a Ti«lt, 
and their dwelling was closed. Mis*. 
Shaw Is a modest young lady, bright, In- 
telligent and well liked among her asso- 
ciates. She was tbe pet of her quick- 
tempered father, and she still holds a cer- 
tlScate as a teacher from tbe county su- 
perintendent. 
At present she Is the 


teacher in charge of the Railing School,, 
one mile northwest of Macon. 


Robert Ward, the father of Tobe, Is a 


man of about 00 or 05 years of age, 
He 


is the proprietor of the Ward House at 
Blue Mound. About 13 years afco the old 
gentleman was shot by a neighbor while 
he resided near Mt. Auburn in Christian 
county. The story is that tbe old man 
bad been in the habit of allowing his 
stoek in get into tbe fields of bis neigh- 
bors, and that be had been warned to 
keep his cuttle in bis own field. Mr. 
Ward failed to obey orders, and one morn- 
ing cue of his irate neighbors shot the old 
man through one of bis bands while be 
was milking a cow in a lot.

Trial of the Assassin 


Now in Progress. 


Dramatic Incidents of the 


Opening. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—At 


10 o'clock, precisely, Judge Walter S 
Cox entered th« criminal court room 
and court was declared formally opened 
by the crier. 


Immediate!; thereafter, Charles J. 


Gniteau, the assassin, was brought into 
the court room by the marshal and his 
deputies. 
Guitean looked 
in much 


better condition, physically and other- 
wise, than when be appeared last in the 
same room to plead to the indictment. 
Still be had the same restless, furtive 
expression be bad before. 
He was at 


once relieved of bis handcuffs, and took 
his seat beside his sister, Mrs. Sooville. 


The court room was crowded. 
Dis- 


trict Attorney Corkbill, Mr. Porter, of 
New York, and Mr. Davidge, of Wash- 
ington, appeared for tbo prosecution, 
and Oeorgo Sooville, tbe 
prisoner's 


brother ID-I aw, and Leigh Robinson, for 
tbe defense. Mr. Smith was present to 
represent the attorney general. 
One of 


Guiteau's first movements was to thrust 
his hands into one of his pockets, and 
half take out a roll of paper. 
Mr. Soo- 


ville, however, in dumb play, ordered 
him to put it back, and he did so. Then 
the district attorney declared his readi- 
ness that tbe prosecution proceed with 
tbe case. 


Mr. Robinson then arose to make a 


plea for still more time to prepare the 
defense, which appeared not to meet 
tbe approval of Guiteau. 
All tbe time 


that Robinson was speaking Guiteau 
was carrying on what appeared to be a 
remonstrance with Sooville, who appar- 
ently was trying to quiet and suppress 
him. 


At tbo close of Robinson's speech, 


Gniteau insisted on being heard. 
He 


said he was not aware that a post pone- 
was to be requested. 
He desired to be 


beard in his OWD behalf at the very 
threshold of the case. So far as he 
was concerned, he said he did not want 
farther time. 
He was ready to try tbe 


case now. 


Owing to tbo opposition of tbe pris- 


oner to the application of Robinson ior 
•n extension of time, the court stated 
that, for tho present, the case should 
proceed, so far, at least, as the swearing 
of tho jury was concerned, and then he 
.would consider the question of exten- 
sion. 


About 11 o'clock tbe work of obtain- 


ing a jury was begun. 
The three who 


first presented themselves wero disqual- 
ified, two on the ground that they bad 
formed fixed opinions on the case, and 
the other on the ground that bo bad 
conscientious scruples on the subject of 
capital punishment. In examining tbe 
jurors, Mr. Soovillo Went over a large 
range of questions as to their religious 
Mid political belief. 


Five jurors have been obtained and 


sworn in. Their names and occupations 
are as follows • John P. Harlin, restau- 
rant keeper; Fred W. Brandenberg, 
eigar maker , Charles G. Stewart, flour 
•nd feed dealer , Henry J. Bright, re- 
tired from business ; Thomas H. Lang- 
ley, Grocer. 


The panel was exhausted after five 


jurors had been obtained, and, at tbe 
suggestion of tbe district attorney, an 
order was issued for the drawing of 
seventy-five additional names from the 
box. 


The prisoner at this point slowly 


rose and informed the court that he 
would like to make a speech to-morrow 
morning, but he was ordered by the 
court to take his seat. He then passed 
the manuscript of his speech to a news- 
paper reporter, but before the latter 
could leave the court room.rjr. Sooville 
called him back and compelled him to 
return it. This raised the anger of the 
prisoner, who excitedly declared that 
ne was not under the control of bis 
counsel ; tbat he was a lawyer and he 
knew tho law himself; tbat when he 
wanted help he would ask for it, and 
tbat be desired his speech to be pub- 
Jished for the purpose of influencing 
public opinion. He was again silenced 
by tbe court, and it having been agreed 
tbat the sitting of tho court should be 
from 10 a. m. to 3 p. m. daily, allowing 
half an hour for recess, court then ad- 
journed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.—Gui- 


tean's performances in 
court to day 


•e«m to have convinced a few persons 
that be is really crazy, but the general 
opinion is that he overdid his acting , 
that tbo same shrewdness with which 
he planned the assassination and eaoape 
from tho mob, prompted him to this 
line of conduct this morning, with a 
Tiew of backing up his plea of insanity 
bj his actions. He wan undoubtedly 
much excited, especially when two po- 
licemen seised him. He threw them off 
violently, and told them to mind their 
own business ; tbat he proposed to con- 
duct bis own case.

WASHINGTON, NOT. 15.—The press 


ure to obtain admission to the conr 
room this morning, was notably greate 
than yesterday. After the ushers hat 
exercised tbe right of selection and ad- 
mitted two or three score of well dress 
ed, respectable looking people, including 
a Pennsylvania member of congress 
accompanied by ladies, the doors wen 
thrown open and there was a sudden anc 
impetuous influx oi representatives ol 
the rougher elements of society. The 
five jurors sworn in yesterday were in 
attendance early. Court was formally 
opened a few minutes past 10 o'clock, 
and immediately after the counsel and 
brother and sister of the prisoner enter- 
ed. 
After tbe lapse of a few minutes 


Gnitean was hurried into court in cus- 
tody of half a dozen policemen and dep- 
uties. His handcuffs wero removed and 
be shook hands with bis brother and 
sister, and took a seat reserved for him 
between them and his counsel. 
Sooville 


then submitted an affidavit and made 
application for an order for an addition- 
al number of witnesses, which order 
was ms.de by the court. Then the addi- 
tional panel of seventy five summoned 
last evening was called, most of the 
persons responding. Gniteau showed 
less nervousness and excitability than 
yesterday, although in bis whispered 
conversations with bis brother, be was 
quite demonstrative and earnest in his 
manner. A colored barber named How- 
ard was the first juror to be called and 
examined as to his fitness to serve. His 
answers showed him to be not disquali- 
fied, but the defense challenged him 
peremptorily, being tho fourth peremp- 
tory challenge. 


Next was a msn named Lynch, who 


bad decided upon the opinion that Gui 
teau ought to be banged or burned , he 
was, of course, excused, as was also tbe 
next (Bailey), who declared his belief 
tbat Guiteau was orazy. 


Tbe next was a colored man, remark 


able for his frilled shirt tront and dra- 
matic posture and manner, who related 
the history of his past life and then was 
peremptorily challenged by the defense. 
In fact, it is understood Guitean is re- 
solved not to have a colored man on tbe 
jury. 


The next was an Irishman, Michael 


Sbeehan.with a very pronounced brogue, 
who has no opinion on tbe subject, ex- 
cept that "tho man was out of his head." 
Ho was sworn as the sixth juror. 


Wm. Talbott, an iron worker, having 


answered all questions to tbe satisfac- 
ion of the defense, saying tbat he "bad 
never bothered bis bead on tbe question 
of Guiteau's crime," was challenged per- 
emptorily by the prosecution. 
Several 


others in succession were excused on 
their statements. One of them believ- 
ed Guiteau ought to be hanged, and 
another would require convincing medi 
oal testimony to change his opinion. 
A long-laoed young colored man named 
Foster declared he was perfectly free 
from any prejudice in the matter, but 
admitted tbat he bad mentioned it (the 
murder of Garfield) to several parties as 
'quite a serious accident." He was 
challenged peremptorily by the defense. 
Samuel F, Hobbs, a native of Maryland 
>nd a carpenter by occupation, answered 
,11 questions satisfactorily 
and 
was 


sworn as the seventh juror. 


G. W. Gates, a young man, native of 


Washington, and a 
machinist, was 


sworn as eighth juror. 
After that for 


,bout an hour every man called con- 
essed he bad formed a "firm," or "de- 
cided," or "unalterable opinion on the 
question of the prisoner's guilt, aid 
was excused. There was one exception 
n the person of a colored man named 
iUlph Wormley, a plasterer by occupa- 
tion, who thought he could render a 
air verdict and said he had not read 
more about tbe case than he did ''in 
ordinary cases of that kind." 
He did 


not believe everything be read in tbe 
icwspapers because they had published 
hinge about himself that were not 
rue. He could not say whether the 
?resident was shot by the prisoner nu- 
ll he would hear the testimony. 
Of 


ourse, if an insane man did the shooi- 
ng he would be as muoh guilty as auy- 
>ody else. The "orazy" part of the 
Business was something else, "no sensi- 
>le man could have done such a thing." 
After consultation between oonnael and 
irisoner and his brother, Scoville said 
be defense would accept the juror, and 
o Wormley was sworn in as tbe ninth 
uror. 


The list of seventy-five having been 
xhauated, tbe Marshal was directed to 
ummon another list of seventy-fire to- 
morrow, and the court adjourned. 


There was some difficulty in main- 


aining order among the crowd of spec- 
atore present to listen to the proceed- 
ngs. There were no manifestations of 
11-wiH against the prisoner except now 
and then a slight disposition to applaud 
in expression occasionally made by 
Jioee being engaged for jury duty that 
hey were of the decided opinion that 
he assassin ought to be hanged; but ap- 
plause wa» in every instance promptly 
becked by the deputy marshals.
